He took 
the brain of a dog that had died of 
hydrophobia and injected some of this 
material undo: the skin of other ani- 
mals, which then developed the dis-

I a mild form—as. for example, vaccin? 
ation does in smallpox—he finally ar- 
rived at the procedure now used. 


Material from the nervous system 


was dried in a tube and kept that way 
for some time. When that material 
was injected into a dog into which 
later was injected some infectious ma- 
terial from a mad dog, the dog to which 
the preventive material had been giv- 
en did not get the disease. 


The first animal experiments were 


completed.in May, 1884, and were then 
confirmed by other scientists. Several 
months later the method was vised on 
a boy named Jean Baptiste Dupille 
who had saved several children from 
being attacked by a mad dog and had 
been severely bitten while doing it. 
The boy lived, and a monument in his 
honor was erected in front of the Pas- 
teur Institute in Paris. 


Throughout the world there are few 


monuments erected either to doctors 
who have made discoveries that have 
saved thousands of lives, or to patients 
who have helped the doctors in their 
wbrk. The one for-Jean Baptiste Du- 
pille is probably the only one of its 
kind.

Here's What Science Knows 


About Snakes 


Snakes are all right as long as they 


stay in their proper place and, as far 
as this reviewer is concerned, their 
proper place is between covers in a 
book. It's fine to meet them there; 
any closer contact is altogether too 
close for comfort.. 


All of which is just another wny of 


saying that even a person who has an 
unreasoning horror of snakes can en- 
joy reading, about them; and an ex- 
cellent medium for- this purpose is at 
hand in a new book called "Snakes 
and Their Ways," by C. H. Curran and 
Carl Kauffekt (Harpers: $3.50). 
Here is a well-written summary of 


what science knows a'ooui snakes. 
Some of it is rather surpiistng. and all 
of it is interesting. The authors tell 
you, for instance, how it is that a mon- 
goose can lick a cobra and yet fail to 
lick a rattlesnake, explain how a con- 
strictor kills its prey, and discuss the 
evolution of the poisonous species. ] 


What makes a book of this kind most 


readable is its account of the experi- 
ence of herpetologists (snake fanciers, 
if you prefer). This one ,as a sample, 
has a hairraising litUe yarn about the 


doses of venom into his own veins. 
He ?ot along all right until he tried 
a tenth of a. drop of African, mamba 
venom. What happened immediately 
thereafter will give you a new respect 
for the lethal powers of that reptile. 


Poisonous snakes in this country are 


not so deadly as legend asserts. The 
authors estimate that only 30 per cent 
of American snakes bites bring death, 
even if there is no medical treatment 
at all. Just to play safe, though, they 
tell you just what to do if you do get 
bitten.

LITTLE ROCK—tffV-The 193T AT- 


kansas legislature, heeding Oov. Carl 
E. Bailey's admonition to avoid pinch- 
penny economy, launched the state 
on a broad social and political pro- 
gram aimed at a stronger economic po- 
sition. 


To carry out all phases of state gov- 


ernment for the 1937-39 biennium, the 
general assembly authorized spend- 
ing more than $220,000,000. 


Much of this spending will be done 


under direction of two score new or 
reorganized boards, commissions and 
departments. Administration spokes- 
men who directed passage of bills 
creating these agencies, assured legis- 
lators that resultant benefits would 
far exceed initial costs. 


Number One spending unit will be 


the board of finance, charged with re- 
financing $150,000,000 in highway, toll 
bridge and road improvement dis- 
trict bonds. Success of the program, 
"ovemor Bailey said, would save the 
state $20,000,000 to $30,000,000 in interest 
payments. 
His spokesmen added it 


would permit elimination of tolls on 
bridges, more road construction, re- 
duction of gasoline tax and auto 
licenses, and assumption by the state 
of debt burdens now carried by land- 
owners in bridge improvement dis- 
tricts. 


4 Millions for Pensions 


Ranking social agency is the new 


Welfare Department. Created to suc- 
ceed an agency less than two years 
old, the new division will be charged 
with spending more than $4,000,000 
annually in state and federal funds. 
From it will come old age pensions and 
benefit payments for blind, dependent 
and crippled children, needy unem- 
ployables and indigent sick. 


Principal political unit set up by the 


legislature is the State Civil Service 
Commission. Beginning July 1 it will 
place nearly 80 per cent of all state 
employes under a merit system. Gov- 


ernor Bailey wanted It to be the ftret 
bill to reach hto desk. His spokesmen 
Insisted it would work toward ef- 
ficiency of personnel, economy in de- 
partmental operations, and build a 
higher-type public employe. All leg- 
islators were not so enthusiastic, how- 
ever, and opponents defeated a pro- 
posal to submit a constitutional amend- 
ment which would have made the 
system permanent. 


An industrial and agricultural com- 


mission set up at the governor's re- 
quest will concentrate Ha efforts on 
attracting outside capital to Arkansas 
for development of the state's natural 
resources, 


A publicity commission will spend 


thousands of dollars advertising the 
state to the outside world. One of its 
major activities In the near future 
will be the arrangement of an Arkan- 
sas exposition at the forthcoming New 
York World's Fair. While the indus- 
trial commission makes a bid for new 
capital, the publicity commission will 
endeavor to bring to the state a larger 
portion of the tourist trade that has 
become a major factor in the Amer- 
ican scene, 


Penal Reform 


A revamped penal board, supplied 


with both money and authority, will 
attempt to transform the state peni- 
tential into a semi-industrial plant 
from which other state-supported in- 
stitutions will be compelled to -pur- 
chase their supplies. 


Arkansas will attempt to improve its 


relations with sister-states and federal 
government through activity of an 
Interstate 
Cooperation 
Commission

: Mt. Kelly was .thinking of the first 
group when he promised that he would 
try to get the Pennsylvania legislature j 
'to approve his plan of taking a por- i 
tion of the gate receipts of each fight 
held in the state and setting it aside 
for the boys when they reach old 
age. 


.Perhaps you will wonder what on 


earth a boxer needs with a pension 
fund when the papers are full each day 
'Of this or that plug-ugly getting some 
princely sum for 45 minutes, more or j 
less, of scuffling. If they can't hold 
.onto that money then they don't de- j 
serve either sympathy or a pension, 
you might say. 


But it must be pointed out that the 


boxers don't get the so-called purse 
.in its entirety, they are most fortunate 
if they wind up with one-half of the 
purse. Frequently, there are poor. 
misguided fellows like Primo Camera 
who find out that there have been 
more bond issues and stock issues on 
them than IT. S. Steel, Pfd. 
' And, anyway, it must be remember- 
ed that the poor devils do take quite 
, 3 thumping around the head and gen- 
ejally lose what sense—and dollars, 
too— they had, if any, in short order. 
For its own sake, if not for the sake 
of the unfortunates, the boxing game 
should take care of these mumbling 
ritiserables. 
"The rest of the country would do 
vifell to follow the lead taken by Wash- 
ington, which is a comparative new- 
comer to- the boxing game since the 
racket was legalized there only a few 
Xpars ago. 
fThe Washington system doesn't pro- 
vide for a pension, but rather a dole. 
It takes care of the injured fighters, 
ajid not aged ones. Which is quite 
enough to start with. The pension 
'd&n coine later. 


^Once or twice a year the promoters. 
Jpe Turner and Goldie Ahearn, stage a 
benefit program with 10 per cent of 
the gate receipts going to the fund. 
In addition to this, all passes carry 
a/ JO-cent tax, which helps swell the 
ftind. And, to top it off. the fighters 
themselves contribute 1 per cent of 
their purses to the fund each week. 


And so whenever a fighter is in- 


jured in a Washington ring—say, his 
eye; badly cut, or jaw broken—and he 
is.unable to box.-for some time and 
is unable to provide food or lodging 
or clothing for himself or his family, 
he need only inform the boxing com- 
mission's mercy committee and collect 
sufficient money each week to tide 
him over. 


"Strangely, shortly after this fund 
was set up, Washington fighters were 
hpuned by an injury agree. There 
were several broken jaws, crushed 
ribs, smashed noses and, indeed, one 
broken leg. 


The fund took care of them all. Not 


one had to crawl through the ropes the 
following week and beg for alms.

Doesn't Condemn Boxing 


Pete is fat and 41—he must be a 


itavyweight on the scales—but he's 
still pretty tough. 


Every once in a while the boys say 


that Pete, without any assistance, 
takes hold of some slobbering cele- 
orator, who has gone to the well once 
or twice, too often, and heaves him 
:>ut of the joint—pardon, out of thi; 
establishment, we should .say, because 
Pete's place i.s quite as orderly a.s 
any night club. 


The two-time bantamweight cham- 


pion doesn't condemn the fight game 
for robbing him of his sight . . . "Why 
should I sit around cussing to myself 
and 
feeling miserable and making 


everybody else unhappy? Huh? Why 
should 1?" says Pete. "Don't you think 
it's best to make the best of it? AJK!, 
anyway," the bright little fellow says 
with another smile, "and, anyway, I 
saw everything worth seeing . . . " 


Pete still goes to the fights now and 


then. He likes to hear the thud-thud 
of gloves on flesh, and to listen to 
the chatter and clamor of the crowd, 
arid feel and smell Uie resin and the 
smoke clouds. Sometimes, he says, he 
can almost see. 


The 
injury 
which caused Pete's 


blindness was suffered in a charity 
bout. . . . "I was boxing Gussie Lewis 
ill Philadelphia for the benefit of 
the Soldiers' and Sailors' tobacco 
fund," sa>s Pete, "when this Lewis 
cracked me in the eye. I saw stars 
and it felt like somebody was sticking 


a hot needle through it. That w;is the 
beginning of the end. 


"After six months it was no better, 


and they took a cataract from my eye. 
They told me the operation was a suc- 
cess, but when they took the bandages 
off, I couldn't see out of the eye at all. 
Before I had been nble to see a little 
bit." 


Kept Blindness Secret 


Pete was the bantamweight cham- 


pion of the world then, and he kept 
his infirmity a secret. Boxing com- 
missions, you see, wouldn't permit a 
one-eyed fighter in the ring, and Pete 
didn't want to lose his title that way 
—and, too, he needed the money. 


Afterwards, Pete was accused of be- 


ing a war slacker and was attacked 
bitterly in the papers and booed by 
fans wherever he fought. They thought 
he was a draft-dodger. Pete, how- 
ever, had really tried to enlist, but 
lad been rejected because of his half- 
blindness. He couldn't of course, eomo 
out in public with the truth, because | 
ic was afraid he would be barred from 
the ring. 


With that one eye, Pete fought for 


five years, developing through ne- 
cessity into a great in-fighter, so that 
lie wouldn't have to blink nround for 
his opponent. In those five years he 
won and lost his title in two savage 
bouts with Joe Lynch in 1920 and 1»21. 
But along about this time his other 
i'.ve began to weaken and get watery, 
mid he lost his championship to Johnny 
Buff. He fought only a few times af- 
ter that. 


"My last fight was with Roy Moorr 


in Boston," Pete recalls. "Gcez, it 
was terrible. They booed me awful, 
because 1 missed so much and clinch- 
ed so much. They 
thought I was 


stalling. And the referee threatened 
to throw me out of the ring. 


"But 
they didn't know—they didn't
